Jarnac was wenke 
er and less ogile than his adversary, 
who was one of the noted swordsmen 
of the time, but he had taken lessons 
from an Italian bravo, In the duel 
Jarnac waited for an opening and 
then dealt La Chateignerale a heavy 
and unexpected stroke which ham- 
strung him, This was in 1447, Ten
